Every year millions of 

ple hear the preaching of the 

gospel, thousands are won to 


1963-64 Budget 
Set $2,786,000 


The Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention Board Monday after— 
noon adopted a Cooperative 
Program budget of $2,786,000 
for the coming year of 1963-64. 
The adopted budget, to be 
recommended to the State Con- 
vention in November, is essen- 
|| tially the same as the current 
budget, according to Dr. Ches- 
ter L. Quarles, Jackson, the 
board’s executive secretary - 
treasurer. 

The newly-adopted budget, 
recommended by the Board’s 
Audit, Budget and Allocations 
Committee, and approved by 
its Executive Committee, is di- 
vided into three major -sec- 
tions. 

Southern Baptist Convention 
causes will receive $919,500, 
8| state causes will get $1,531,900 
‘and capital needs will receive 
$334,600. In each case the 
amount in the new budget is 
the same as in the current out- 
lay.

Owen White of Houston said, 
“We need a great forward 
surge in revival and evangel- 
ism. Many of our problems 
will be solved by; many will 
fade away in face .of this 
thrust.” 

He lamented the attitude of 
many preachers and church 
members toward revivals—the 
begrudging performance of 
holding a revival as a yearly 
habit, and failing to bring un- 
saved persons to revival ser- 
vices. 

White asked Southern Bap- 
tists to come down from the 
“Intellectual heights, sophisti- 
cated culture and ritual that 
has crept in.” 

“We work under the shadow 
of two dictatorships,’ the SBC 
president said. ‘‘One is politi- 
cal, the other is ecclesiastical. 
The nature of these two dicta- 
torships has not changed even 
though friendly hands have 
been extended.”’ 

He mentioned Premier 
Khrushchev of Russia by name.

My church is one of many 
churches in Mississippi with a 
new church building. We start- 
ed our building in 1955 and at 
that time we had 1296 mem- 
bers and were giving 25% of all 
undesignated gifts to missions 
through the Cooperative Pro- 
gram. In 1955 this amounted 
to $14,873.50. Almost 8 years 
have passed and I am so thank- 
ful that my church has never 
decreased its gifts through the 
Cooperative Program to help 
meet financial obligations in- 
curred since our building pro- 
gram was begun. Throughout 
these years we have either 
given the same percentage of 
undesignated gifts through the 
Cooperative Program or we 
have increased the percentage 
slightly. Today we are giving 
26%. In 1962 we had a few less 
than 1400 members and gave 
$27,051.03 through the Coopera- 
tive Program. 

Our need for a new church 


in no way cancelled our mis-|' 


sionary obligation to carry out 
our Lord’s command to go into 
all the world with the gospel 
through our gifts to missions. 
As we have sought to be faith- 
ful in our giving for world mis- 
sions through the cooperative 
program and through special 
offerings for state, home and 
foreign missions, God has 
made it possible for us to meet 
our financial obligations as 
they have arisen. This has not 
always been easy but it has 
always been true. 

Since we have been able to 
maintain or increase our gifts 
to the cooperative program as 
we have built our church and 
since we have increased the 
number of people enrolled 
since we do have a new church 
and more adequate facilities, 
I feel that it would be a step 
backward in mission interest 
and concern as a church if we 
should decrease our gifts to 
missions through the Coopera- 
tive Program. The scripture is 
full of ‘‘Go Forwards” in mis- 
sions but nowhere do we find 
that a backward step in mis- 
sions or in faith has ever 
brought glory to Christ or re- 
sulted in progress in Kingdom 
affairs. 

Churches need to be good 
stewards of their money even 
as individuals need to be. For 
this reason also I want my

Executive committee- 
man Owen Cooper, Yazoo City, 
Miss., manufacturer, voted 
against the finance recommen- 
dation and spoke out in the dis- 
cussion as well. At a previous 
committee meeting, he took a 
similar stand against what he 
considered restriction of the 
mission board's loan activity. 

Cooper’s vote, however, was 
the only negative one voiced, 
although his question was not 
the only one raised by a colg- 
mitteeman. 

Porter Routh, Nashville, 
committee executive secretary, 
reported that ‘‘The amount of 
money they are going to bor- 
row is not all the money they 
will have available.’ Repay- 
ments (from loans already 
made), interest and convention 
allocations to the loan fund we 
cited as other sources.

God has main- 
tained in our church a strong 
group of mission-minded wom- 
en, who have kept in the fore- 
front of all our work,—prayer

As we face the future, like 
other downtown churches, we 
face many problems, among 
them the absolute necessity of 
maintaining a strong staff, ded- 
icated, competent, and trained 
for their respective fields of 
spiritual endeavor. Equal- 
ly true is it that we must pro- 
vide tools with which to work, 
namely, modern buildings and 
up to date equipment. These do 


one item in our budget, and 
for very good reasons: 
1. We believe that 
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lieving Baptist. The practical 
value and fairness of the Co- 
operative Program has been 
demonstrated in Southern Bap- 
tist life for many years. The 
Cooperative Program actually 
is THE MISSION BUDGET of 
Southern Baptists.

It 
is taught ahd preached with- 
out apology and an effort is 
made to cultivate our people 
in the grace of giving. 

For several years now the 
Cooperative Program item in 
our annual church budget has 
been on a percentage basis. For 
the last two or three years we 
have given 30% of all un-desig- 
nated monies to the Coopera- 
tive Program and our people 
take a great deal of pleasure 
in watching the report from 
month to month. Last year our 
record on the Cooperative Pro- 
gram was $13,657.85, and des- 
ignated gifts to State, Home 
and Foreign missions came to 
$6,580.30 or a total of $20,238.15 
for all mission causes. 
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YOUR WORLD MISSION DOLLARS provide for 16 publishing 

centers on the foreign mission fields, providing Bibles, tracts, 

books and other periodicals. One of these centers is the Margie 

Shumate Memorial Publication Building in Bangkok, Thailand. 
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YOUR WORLD MISSION DOLLARS provide funds to maintain a program of medical missions 
on the various foreign mission fields. Each Saturday a missionary doctor or nurse from the 
Baptist hospital in Sanyati, Southern Rhodesia, holds clinic at Gokwe, about 35 miles away. 
Missionary Nurse Monda Marlar pulls a tooth, with the assistance of Mrs. Ndebele, wife of 
the Baptist pastor in Gokwe and a trained nurse. The Board maintains 18 hospitals plus 56 
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YOUR WORLD MISSION DOLLARS maintain nearly 4,000 churches plus nearly 7,000 chapels 
and mission points on the foreign mission fields.
